To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Adwick-le-Street  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  once  again  my  pleasure  to  present  an  annual  report  on  the 
health  of  the  population  of  Adwick-le-Street.  The  year  1970  started 
in  the  midst  of  a flu  epidemic  which  though  mild  in  nature  caused  a 
sharp  increase  in  absenteeism  from  work  and  schools.  Another  member 
of  the  flu  virus  family  later  caused  a minor  epidemic  which  mimicked 
whooping  cough  particularly  among  children  where  infection  spreads  so 
easily  in  schools.  Fortunately  this  was  also  a mild  infection  though 
it  did  in  some  cases  give  rise  to  a distressing  and  persistent  cough. 

The  year  was  also  European  Conservation  Year  - a fact  that  was 
not  missed  by  sections  of  the  population  and  the  local  press  which 
brought  the  subject  of  environmental  pollution  to  the  fore.  The 
major  atmospheric  pollutant  in  this  mining  district  is  still  smoke 
emitted  at  low  level  from  household  chimneys  but  as  living  standards 
improve  and  people  become  more  concerned  about  the  environment  in  which 
they  live  the  demand  for  a clean  air  policy  will  undoubtedly  increase. 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  district  are  on  the  whole  satisfactory 
but  efforts  shall  continue  to  be  made  to  improve  the  statistics  par- 
ticularly infant  mortality. 

During  the  year  a Meals  on  Wheels  service  started  and  proved  to 
be  valuable  and  much  appreciated  by  the  elderly  beneficiaries.  The 
expansion  of  this  service  will  need  to  continue  if  a comprehensive 
policy  of  caring  for  the  elderly  and  infirm  in  this  community  is  to 
be  adopted. 

The  year  1970  also  saw  the  passing  of  the  Social  Services  Act 
which  has  had  a dramatic  effect  on  the  Children's, Welfare  and  some 
of  the  Health  Services  provided  by  the  County  Council  for  the  new 
Department  were  formed  by  the  amalgamation  of  the  Children's  and 
Welfare  Departments  and  the  addition  of  the  Home  Help  Service, 

Mental  Welfare  and  some  aspects  of  care  of  young  children  from  the 
Health  Department. 
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The  Senior  Training  Centre  also  came  under  the  control  of  the 
new  Department  much  to  the  regret  of  the  medical  officers  and 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  who  had  taken  such  a keen 
interest  in  this  unit.  The  Junior  Training  Centre  moved  to 
the  Education  Department  which  should  provide  a further  spur 
to  the  investigation  of  learning  techniques  on  this  group  of 
children. 

Following  my  report  Mr.  A.  E.  Holdsworth,  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  has  submitted  his  import  which  again  shows 
progress  in  the  task  of  improving  the  environment  and  en- 
suring that  improvements  are  maintained. 

I would  again  thank  Mr.  Holdsworth,  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  other  officers  on  the  Council 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.  I also 
wish  to  thank  Mr.  Yallance  and  the  staff  of  the  Divisional 
Health  Department  for  their  enthusiastic  support  and  finally 
I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  way  that  you, 
Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council,  have  received  my 
reports  and  the  interest  shown  in  my  work  which  has  made  my 
year  of  service  to  this  Council  so  enjoyable.

There  was  yet  again  an  increase  in  the  number  of  births  in  1970  compared 
with  1969  which  is  contrary  to  the  national  trend  but  the  increase  is 
small  and  the  birth  rate  remains  about  the  same  as  the  figure  for 
England  and  Wales. 


The  infant  mortality  figures  are  similar  to  those  for  the  rest  of  the 
country  except  for  the  infant  death  rate  for  illegitimate  births  but 
as  there  were  only  two  deaths  this  figure  is  not  significant.  The 
perinatal  mortality  rate  which  is  high  in  South  Yorkshire  is  not 
significantly  high  in  Adwick~le«-Street  but  during  1971  an  investigation 
into  the  high  perinatal  mortality  rates  in  this  area  will  start. 

There  are  many  factors  which  could  cause  a high  rate  and  if  one  or 

two  main  causes  are  found  we  shall  then  be  able  to  take  some  preventative 

measures. 

I regret  to  report  that  there  was  one  death  from  pregnancy  during  the 
year.

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  fell  from  the  1969  figure  and  the  final 
adjusted  death  rate  is  only  slightly  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
main  causes  of  death  were  coronary  artery  disease,  cancer  and  cerebrovascular 
disease.  The  commonest  cancer  was  by  far  cancer  of  the  lung  which  accounted 
for  15  of  the  36  cancer  deaths.  Here  again  it  would  seem  appropriate  to  mention 
the  most  likely  cause  of  this  cancer  is  cigarette  smoking  and  the  Health 
Education  Council  will  be  repeating  their  anti-smoking  campaigns  in  the 
months  and  years  ahead  to  reduce  this  mass  suicide  by  large  numbers  of  the 
population. 

Apart  from  cancer  of  the  lung  the  vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District 
compares  quite  favourably  with  other  West  Riding  Urban  Districts  and  with 
the  figures  for  the  whole  country.

Early  in  the  year  Woodlands  Health  Centre  started  to  function  and  so 
now  the  Urban  District  is  served  by  two  Health  Centres.  The  Woodlands 
Centre  also  holds  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  but  both  Centres  are  already 
in  need  of  enlarging  to  provide  better  facilities  for  the  large  numbers 
that  attend  and  proper  treatment  rooms  for  the  district  nurses. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  which  serves  the  whole  division  of  the  West 
Riding  ought  to  be  more  centrally  placed  in  the  division  and  so  make 
travelling  easier  for  parents  and  children. 

The  attendances  at  the  clinics  increased  during  1970  especially  in 
the  1-5  years  age  group  as  anticipated  because  of  the  introduction 
of  developmental  assessment  of  young  children  now  being  carried  out 
by  Health  Visitors.  I hope  that  these  examinations  will  also  help 
mothers  to  understand  the  normal  development  of  young  children.  With 
local  authority  staff  and  general  practitioners  accommodated  in  the 
same  building  it  is  hoped  that  a close  working  of  the  two  services 
can  be  achieved  which  will  undoubtedly  lead  to  a better  health 
service  for  the  people  of  Adwick-le-Street.

Despite  the  increase  in  births  the  number  of  babies  delivered  at  home  fell 
from  37  to  17  which  again  shows  the  continued  trend  to  hospital  confinements 
particularly  since  the  opening  of  the  new  Doncaster  Maternity  Hospital. 

Early  discharge  from  hospital  continued  to  be  popular  especially  during 
the  period  2-5  days  after  delivery,  when  post-natal  care  is  then  carried 
out  by  the  domiciliary  midwife. 

Unlike  the  Doncaster  County  Borough  which  has  amalgamated  its  midwifery 
service  with  the  hospital  the  West  Siding  have  no  plans  to  follow  this 
example  at  present  though  I feel  that  an  amalgamation  of  the  midwifery 
services  is  inevitable.  There  is,  however,  still  a vital  part  to  play 
by  the  domiciliary  midwife  for  ante-natal  and  post-natal  care  to  ensure 
a healthy  mother  and  child. 

3.  HOME  NURSING 


This  is  now  a close  working  arrangement  with  the  general  practitioners 
and  district  nurses  resulting  in  a better  service  to  the  patient. 

Both  health  oentres  still,  unfortunately,  lack  treatment  or  minor 
ailment  rooms  but  this  I hope  will  be  remedied  in  the  next  year  or  two. 

Most  of  the  work  for  the  district  nurse  still  comes  from  the  age 

group  65  years  and  over  and  with  an  increase  in  the  aged  I cannot  foresee 

any  reduction  of  this  figure  in  future  years.

During  the  year  the  Council  started  the  first  meals  on  wheels  service. 

A small  laundry  area  at  Circuit  House,  Woodlands,  was  adapted  to 
become  a Top  Tray  kitchen  and  the  local  working  men’s  clubs,  who  had 
combined  together,  raised  money  for  a van  which  was  presented  to  the 
Council  early  in  May.  The  first  meals  were  delivered  on  11th  May  and 
during  the  rest  of  the  year  5,119  meals,  including  a Christmas  meal, 
were  delivered  throughout  the  district.  During  the  year  the  first 
luncheon  club  was  also  started  at  Circuit  House  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  660  meals  had  been  served  there  during  the  three  months  it  had 
been  in  existence. 

It  gave  me  great  pleasure  to  see  the  enthusiasm  and  interest  shown  by 
all  the  Councillors  and  the  men  of  the  clubs  in  this  community  project 
which  has  been  so  much  appreciated  by  the  elderly  people  in  the  district.

During  1970  this  service  has  suffered  from  lack  of  medical  staff  and 
though  much  of  the  work  has  been  transferred  to  the  school  nurse 
there  is  a load  of  work  which  can  only  be  done  by  a doctor.  There 
is  an  increasing  demand  for  assessment  of  children  with  hearing 
difficulties  and  physical  defects.  These  assessments  are  time 
consuming  and  with  the  present  staff  available  the  workload  is 
becoming  insurmountable.  Few  people  realise  the  true  value  of  a 
good  School  Health  Service  but  it  is  part  of  the  Health  Service 
which  is  striving  to  promote  health,  find  defects  at  an  early  date 
and  make  sure  that  the  child  is  given  the  education  most  suited  to 
his  needs.

This  specialist  clinic  ceased  functioning  at  the  end  of  1969 
and  patients  when  necessary  referred  to  the  Paediatrician 
in  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary  with  whom  a good  working 
relationship  has  always  existed. 

8.  MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Despite  the  many  protestations  of  Medical  Officers  this  service 
transferred  to  the  Social  Services  Department  in  1971  where  I 
hope  the  re-organisation  of  Social  Work  will  continue  to  place 
a strong  emphasis  on  prevention  of  mental  illness  as  well  as 
the  support  and  rehabilitation  of  the  patient  in  the  community.

The  plans  to  extend  the  centre  and  so  provide  more  much  needed  space 
were  again  postponed  due  to  engineering  problems  on  the  site.  There 
is  particular  need  for  a Special  Care  Unit  for  children  who  suffer  from 
physical  as  well  as  mental  handicaps  for  it  is  the  parents  of  those 
ohildren  who  undergo  the  greatest  stress. 

This  is  another  part  of  the  Health  Department  which  has  been  transferred 
during  1971.  The  junior  wing  has  rightly  been  taken  over  by  the 
Education  Department  which  I believe  can  only  lead  to  an  improvement 
in  training  as  the  greater  expertise  of  this  Department  is  focussed  on 
this  aspect  of  education.  The  senior  wing  has  been  transferred  to  the 
new  Social  Services  Department  which  will  also  administer  the  new  hostel 
when  built  near  the  centre.

Water  Supplies 

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Doncaster  and  District  Joint  Water 
Board  and  it  is  perhaps  fortunate  that  no  private  supplies  exist 
within  the  district.

However  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  results  obtained  in 
the  past  have  been  a sufficient  warning  not  to  become  too  complacent 
and  to  emphasise  the  need  for  regular  sampling  and  accordingly  during 
the  course  of  the  year  sixty-three  samples  were  taken  from  all  parts 
of  the  district  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no 
unsatisfactory  results. 

Laboratory  reports  of  samples  taken  from  the  paddling  pool  at 
Mill  Lane,  Skellow  indicated  severe  contamination,  and  further  samples 
taken  upstream  at  various  points  of  the  River  Skel,  the  source  of  supply, 
only  confirmed  the  opinion  that  it  was  impractical  to  isolate  and  remedy 
the  causes  of  pollution.  It  would  seem  that  the  only  reasonable  solution 
would  be  to  make  some  alterations  in  the  lay-out  and  structure  of  the 
pool  and  chlorinate  the  water  at  frequent  intervals,  particularly  during 
the  summer  months*

HOUSING  ACTS  1957  - 6l 
Slum  Clearance 

(a)  Current  Progress  - 

Following  a local  public  inquiry  on  the  4th  August  1970  idle 
Adwick-le-Street,  Btooklands,  Housing  Compulsory  Purchase  Order, 
was  confirmed  without  modifications.  Eighteen  dwellings  were  included 
in  this  clearance  area. 

It  was  also  hoped  to  make  representation  in  respect  of  dwellings  in 
Adwick  Lane,  Adwick-le-Street,  before  the  end  of  the  year,  but  because 
of  staff  changes  at  a crucial  time  this  action  had  to  be  deferred,  but 
it  is  anticipated  that  this  area  will  be  dealt  with  in  the  ensuing 
year.

Any  attempts  to  maintain  the  present  housing  stock  should  be 
encouraged  and  in  view  of  the  repair  benefits  of  the  Housing  Act  19&9, 
an  early  look  at  some  of  the  dwellings  scheduled  for  action  at  the  end 
of  the  decade  may  prove  to  be  a useful  exercise  if  the  co-operation 
of  owners  can  be  obtained. 
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Standax-d  G-rants 

Fourteen  applications  were  received  involving  thirty-s even 
dwellings,  two  applications  in  respect  of  twenty-five  dwellings 
were  subsequently  withdrawn  to  be  resubmitted  and  seventeen 
applications  concerning  twenty-four  dwellings  were  approved. 

Two  applications  were  refused  during  the  year. 

Improvement  G-iants 


Although  in  previous  years  this  tjrpe  of  grant  had  not  been 
encouraged,  the  Council  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  re-considered 
the  position  giving  special  regard  to  thd  provisions  of  the  19&9 
Act  and  acknowledged  the  need  for  this  type  of  home  improvement. 

It  is  disappointing  to  report  that  publicity  failed  to  arouse 
any  great  interest  within  the  district  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
only  four  applications  had  been  received  of  which  three  were  approved. 

In  its  endeavour  to  show  what  can  be  attained  with  this  type  of 
grant  the  Council  acquired  four  terraced  houses,  in  a locality  which 
may  well  be  the  first  G-eneral  Improvement  Area,  with  the  intention  of 
carrying  out  extensive  improvement  works  and  then,  for  a limited 
period,  allow  the  public  to  view.  The  success  of  this  scheme  will 
inevitably  be  measured  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  applications 
made. 

Representations  by  Tenants 

Applications  were  received  from  the  tenants  of  three  dwellings 
outside  improvement  areas  for  the  provision  of  standard  grant  amenities. 

In  each  instance  the  owners  having  been  approached  have  indicated 
their  intentions  to  undertake  the  improvements  to  the  dwellings. 

Applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  (Section  4k(l)) 

Twenty- three  applications  were  received  in  respect  of  dwellings 
which  had  been  provided  with  all  the  standard  amenities  before  the 
commencement  of  the  Act. 

In  each  instance  items  of  disrepair  were  found  to  exist,  and 
in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
each  applicant  was  notified  of  the  works  needed  to  be  done  to  satisfy 
the  qualifying  conditions.

Four  combined  applications  for  grants  and  Qualification  Certificates 
were  received,  Two  Certificates  have  been  issued,  one  dwelling  became 
vacant  before  completion  of  the  improvement  works  and  one  remained 
outstanding  at  the  year  end.

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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

There  is  only  one  residential  caravan  site  in  the  area  which  is 
licenced  for  forty-four  caravans  but  at  the  moment  caters  for  only 
thirty-five. 

In  past  years  there  were  occasions  when  itinerant  van  dwellers  were 
located  in  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  area  but  more  recently  these 
have  been  few  in  number  and  no  serious  problems  were  encountered. 

However,  since  the  coming  into  force  of  Part  II  of  the  Caravan  Sites 
Act  i960. , the  situation  has  changed  considerably.  A number  of 
these  caravan  dwellers  descended  on  the  district  and  established 
themselves  in  a more  convenient  part  of  the  district  obviously 
well  aware  of  the  onus  that  had  been  imposed  upon  local  authorities 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  during  the  remainder  of  the 
year  there  have  been  well  organised  movements  to  ensure  permanent 
occupation  of  this  parcel  of  land  off  Adwick  Lane. 

It  is  obvious  that  a site  cannot  be  developed  overnight  and  whilst 
it  was  generally  acknowledged  by  neighbouring  authorities  in 
discussions  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  that  sites  for 
this  class  of  van  dwellers  would  have  to  be  provided,  I believe 
that  the  County  Council  will  eventually  have  to  prepare  an  overall 
programme  for  the  area  and  in  my  opinion  this  will  be  the  most 
satisfactory  and  beneficial  solution  to  this  increasing  problem. 

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT.  1967 

During  the  year  twenty  vehicles  were  dealt  with  as  being  abandoned 
compared  with  eleven  in  1969-  Seventeen  were  removed  by  the  owners 
and  the  remainder  by  the  Local  Authority 

Since  this  Act  was  introduced  no  fewer  than  one  hundred  and  twelve 
abandoned  vehicles  have  been  disposed  of  or  otherwise  dealt  with 

Cumbersome  as  the  administrative  processes  may  be,  action  is  often 
impeded  further  due  to  delays  in  obtaining  relevant  information 
from  the  taxation  office  and  again  where  change  of  vehicle  ownership 
has  not  been  notified  to  the  proper  authority. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

No  smoke  control  orders  are  in  operation  in  the  district. 
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STAFF 


There  has  been  no  change  in  the  overall  establishment  but  for  a 
period  of  approximately  six  weeks  near  the  end  of  the  year  I was 
without  an  additional  inspector  and  it  is  quite  possible  that  such 
a situation  will  occur  again,  since  an  ambitious  young  inspector 
will  wish  to  broaden  his  experience  as  quickly  as  possible  in  an 
endeavour  to  further  his  own  career. 

Once  again  I must  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  Dr.  Stalker  for 
his  co-operation  and  guidance  throughout  the  year  and  to  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  devotion 
to  duty. 

Finally  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  confidence,  interest  and  encouragement 
and  it  remains  my  privilege  to  serve  the  Adwick-le-Street  Urban 
District  Council.
